New York. April IO.—All previous 
crowds were insignificant compared to 
the mob which stormed the courtroom 
doors Wednesday morning In an ef­

Although the court was not convened 
until JI:30 o’clock fully two hours be­ 
fore that time the advance guard of 
spectators began to arrive and took up 
positions of vantage in the corridors 
leading to the courtroom, so ag to be 
among the first to be admitted when 
the doors were opened. 
The police, 
however, anticipating such a move on 
the part of the outsiders, prepared for 
the rush and kept the doors closed un­ 
til l l o’clock. 
But this did not pre­ 
vent a large number of favored friends 
from getting Into tne courtroom before 
that hour.

Governor Refuged to Sign tile 
Santa Fe Merger. 
Austin, April IO.—The governor ve­ 
toed the Santa 
Fe 
consolidation or 
merger bill and sent to the senate a 
message of fifteen typewritten pages 
giving his reasons for disapproving the 
act. One of the strongest points urged 
by the governor for opposing the act is 
that the Santa Fe management ii us­ 
ing the Texas road to pay dividends on 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
railway, thereby running up the debt 
of the Texas properties. 
It is under­ 
stood that an effort will be made to 
pass the bill over the governor s veto. 
The governor signed the anti-bucket 
shop bill, which suppresses the opera­ 
tion of bucket shops and cotton ex­ 
changes in Texas. 
The bill does not 
become effective until 
ninety 
days 
after the adjournment of the legisla­ 
ture. 
The Baskin-McGregor bill, regulat- 
ing the sale of liquor and increasing 
the license 25 per cent from the pres­ 
ent tax, has 
passed 
finally in both 
branches of the legislature and as soon 
as enrolled will be gent to the gov 
ernor for his approval. Representative 
Baskin said he was much pleased with 
the bill, although it Is not exactly rahat 
he wanted. 
The house adopted the committee re 
port on the bill on appropriating fco.000 
to buy the picture of Davy Crockett. 
which is now hung in the rotunda of 
the capitol. 
The house passed finally the senate 
bill providing for th ' appointment or 
county auditors in any county in Texas 
having a population of 40.000. 
It also 
passed finally the senate bill authoriz­ 
ing the 
land 
commissioner 
to SHI 
guayule shrub on school lands. It also 
passed finally the senate bill Blowing 
incorporation of 
companies to build 
opera houses. 
It also passed the sen­ 
ate barber bill, requiring barbers to 
stand an examination before they can 
ply their trade. 
Senator Smith’s divorce

killed by postponing action on confer­ 
ence committee report until Friday at 
noon, clay of adjournment.
